S.R.O. 330.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948). the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, namely:- — 

1. These rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (10 Amendment) 
Rules, 1963. 

2 In the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, in Schedule II, the Note under each 
of, sub-paragraph (e) of paragraph 1, sub-paragraph (f) of paragraph 2, sub- 
paragraph (e) of paragraph (3) and sub-paragraph (c) of paragraph 4 shall be 
numbered as Note 1 thereof, and after each Note so numbered, the following Note 
shall be inserted, namely. — 

“2. When a combined journey by rail and road is undertaken, the daily 
allowance admissible shall be regulated on the basis of the total time 
taken for the completion of the combined journey as if it had been 
performed — - 

(a) by rail, when the time taken by rail is greater, or 

(b) by road, when the time taken by road is greater.”
